PROVES USEFULNESS 


Is Means of Making life More 


Ple»sant and Interest- 


ing For Workers. 


ATTRACTS MEN TO PLANT 


taB So Successful That It Will Be 
Ad»pteil at Other Plants' of Heels 
C»«l Jt Cola Company; XOTies,

In a recent issue of Coal Age there 


is a description by Donald J. Baker,

face is to keep tbe mtn contented at 
mining operations that are situated 
some little distance from towns where 
amusements are available.

some oyeiators to follow tbe lines ot 
leafii resistance and rot consider the 
all-important factor of the morale of 
the miner. But as labor was plentiful 
no serious results followed and men 
were attracted to a coal plant by the- 
wage and not by any variance of 
'working conditions.

(Var, however, has found the country 
menaced uy a shortage of labor which, 
combined with the advent ol prohibi- 
tion, has awakened the coal miner to 
th« sense of seeking out those places 
of employment that offered the great- 
est improved working conditions.

boy," 
has 


come to '.bo fore witH startling signi- 
ficance. 
On the oilier hand, if the 


men are attracted by wages alone, one 
thing is certain: there, will be a nish 
1 in tbe evening tor those towns where 


recreation is possible. 'This is parti- 
cularly true during the week ends. It 
has been proved thnt tbe men espe- 
cially the single ones, will often over- 


\ staj their MSit on Sunday and not be 


present when "Reveille" is sounded on 
•Monday morning. A3 ibis ti Pe of em- 
plo}e is usually the one who is either 
motorman or spragger, a serious tie- 
up at tho mine octurs with painful 
regularit}. So the idea of bringitfg 
the amusements to the men was wel- 
comed by them.

The building at Hillcokc is centrally

> tile construction with fiber roofing. It 


is 100 feet long b; 43 feet wide'and 
is steam heated throughout. There is 
a basement and main floor, and a suite 
or rooms On a second floor for the 
use ot a welfare director. D. G. Fik- 
gcrald is In charge ot the community 
and welfare work at 
the 
Isabella 


mine. 


Tbe basement of the building bouses 


the bowling alleys pool tables and a 
barber s"hop. Four bowling alleys are 
well-light'd witb 28 lights. There are 
four pool tables situated 'on the op- 
posite side of the basement and run- 
ning parallel with the bowling allejs. 
A two-chair baiber shop is located in 
one corner ot tbe room near the pool 
tables. The basement is eitreme'U 
well lighteu with 49^ lights, many of 
which are of the chandelier type 
This gives one ligZit for approximately 
every 10U square feet of floor space. 
A nominal fee is charged for the use

Six and 
eleven-cent charges are made for ad- 
mission, which Is Wr the purpose of 
discrimination and priority, as in the 
case of 'the bowling alleys and pool 
tables 
Only the best photoplays are 


show,n, but in particufeir those that 
are rich in action 
One night ot each 


week Is set aside as a "free" night, 
when "movies" from tbe Bureau of 
Mines, the visual bureau of the Uni- 
versity of Pittsbnrg, aad otber educa- 
tional films are shown. 


The theater st rves as a church on 


Sunday, as well as tor general public 
gatherings including scnool teachers' 
institutes, etc. Tbls coming winter it 
is jplanned-to v«ry tbe program witb 
loctures, muslcales and concerts, and 
vaudeville-. 


The fo"epart of the second floor is 


utilized as a reading and rest room 
and is made doublj cheerful by leason 
of a large open fire place. A library 
is pan of the equipment. This con- 
tains for the greater part books of 
fiction. All of the leading technical 
papers and periodicals are available 
for tbe grown-ups, 
while

STATE CUSTODIAN 


OF FRICS BEQUEST, 


NOT THE TRUSTEES 


Says President Would Clean It 0«t In 


15 Xinates If Ho Knew 


the Facts. 


That the state, arid not the trustees 


of the Cottage State hospital will be 
made custodian of the $500,000 'be- 
quest of the late H, C Frick to the 
hospital, is.the opinion ot a prominent) 
attorney of the city as given to ai 
member of the board'of trustees Ac-j 
cording to the view of tho attorney 
the state will retahi cuslody^of the 
fund until a special act of tbe legis- 
lature if passed transferring" Jt to the 
trustees, should this be desired. 


Not' "all of th,e« trustees tato this 


view, some holding that since" the 
trustees ar« custodians of small sums 
received/ they would also have the 
handling of the bequest from 
the 


Frick fortune. 


According to the attorney tbe state 


will pay the income to the trustees for 
maintenance of ths institution 
It is 


indicated also that the usual state ap- 
propriations may 
be 
discontinued. 


This is not taken seriously Jiy some of 
thii trustees wbo incUae to the belief.! 
that if the Cofiagf1 State is to remain 
a state hospital ft" must be supported 
by the.state and not through private 
endowment. 


It is easily-conceivable that' the 


istate will greatly reduce or cut off 
altogether appropriations for the Un- 
iontown, Mount Pleasant "and Greens- 
burg institutions which are not state 
owned. 


The will of -Mr. Prick, as published, 


makes no provision for the executors 
of the estate to bold the bequests In 
trust. Rather they aie referred to as 
outright gifts, with the stipulation that 
the princrpal be invested and the in- 
come made use of lor what purposes 
'are desired in hospital work. "* 


The trustees of the Cottage Stats' 


have received no word from the cxe-> 
ciitors relative to the bequest.
